San Jose residents 
are invited to participate in the de- 
sign of the sixteen “permanent 
floats” that will dot the landscape 
around the new civic center that 1s 
being built at 4th and Santa Clara. 

“Renowned artist Andrew Le- 
icester has been commissioned by 
the City of San José public art pro- 
gram to design artwork along Fifth 
Street. The work ts intended to cre- 
ate a visual connection between the 
new civic center and the adjacent 
neighborhoods with a parade of 
permanent floats!” (Source: City 
brochure). 

Once finished, the grand pa- 
rade of sixteen permanent floats 
will serve to proclaim the greatness 
of the city and of its people for the 
entire world to see. It will be a re- 
minder to all, of San José’s gran- 
deur... or, it will just remind ev- 
eryone of Caesar’s Palace in Las 
Vegas. 

Can the city government afford 
to spend somewhere around $4 
million to assemble a “parade of 
floats” at a time when the city faces 
a potential $85 million budget 
shortfall? On Oct. 31, the Mercury 
News reported that San José city 
officials are predicting an $85 mil- 
lion budget deficit for the next fis- 
cal year (July 04-05). 

An additional $36 million 
might go missing from city coffers 
if Governor-elect Schwarzenegger 
delivers on his campaign promise 
to return the “car tax” to Califor- 
nia taxpayers. 

The sixteen permanent floats 
will each have a 7 1/2 ft by 11 ft 
concrete base (3 1/2ft high) with 
benches at each end.

Five of the richest people in 
the world are descendants of Sam 
Walton. founder of the Wal-Mart 
empire. Recently ti was announced 
that Wal-Mart hired undocumented 
workers to do the cleaning in some 
of their stores. In one case. some 
undocumented workers had been 
paid 2 dollars a day. according to a 
USA article. 

The gap between executives at 
Vons.

A platoon of 45 highly trained 
soldiers deliberately killed hun- 
dreds of unarmed men, women and 
children in a seven-month period. 
They tortured and executed pris- 
oners, kicked out the teeth of the 


dead for gold fillings, and cut off 


their victims' ears and scalps, keep- 
ing them as souvenirs. 
This story 1s not from Saddam 


Hussein's Iraq. or Russia's war in 
Chechnya. It is an American one, 
revealed in late October by The To- 
ledo Blade newspaper in an ex- 
traordinary four-day series about 
an elite U.S 
Vietnam in 


paratrooper group in 
1967 calted Tiger 
Force 

Despite the shocking revela- 
tions, most major newspapers and 
the television networks gave them 
short shrift or ignored them. Simi 
larly, Washington officialdom re- 
sponded with silence. Thus, for 
most Americans, the events eftec- 
tively never happened. 

Such disregard ts part of a pat- 
tern of post-war conduct, one that 
has allowed U.S. political struc- 
tures, modes of behavior and indi- 
vidual actors responsible for Viet- 
nam-era crimes to remain un- 
scathed. In the specific case re- 
ported by the Blade. for example, 
a Pentagon investigation several 
years later confirmed that Tiger 
Force members had committed 20 
war crimes. However. no one was 
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prosecuted, 

Yet, to focus on the individual 
soldiers who committed the atroci- 
ties or the officers who encouraged 
them is to miss a larger issue of 
accountability regarding the ille- 
gitimacy of the very U.S. presence 
in Vietnam. The accord ending the 
war made it clear that the United 
States was the aggressor. A secret 
protocol to the 1973 Paris treaty 
stipulated that Washington would 
provide funds to reconstruct Vict- 
nam. 

Washington has never tol- 
lowed through. President Jimmy 
Carter summarized the U.S. posi- 
tion in 1977, explaining that there 
was no need to dispense monies to 
Vietnam or even to apologize, as 
“the destruction was mutual.” 

The destruction was also pro- 
foundly unequal. Whereas about 
58,200 American soldiers tragi- 
cally lost their lives, the Vietnam- 
ese suffered an estimated 2 million 
deaths. Since the war's end, Ameri- 
can land mines and unexploded 
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ordinance have killed or maimed 
100.000. And 
500.000 Vietnamese children have 


at least about 
been born with birth defects be- 
lieved to be related to the detoli- 
ant Agent Orange. with many sec- 
ond- and third-generation children 
feeling the effects of U.S. chemi- 
cal warfare today 

Washington still pretends it 
has nothing to atone for. Asked 
during a November 2000 visit to 
Vietnam if the United States owed 
its former adversary an apology. 
President Bill Clinton responded, 
“No.”

\Ithough all the fine print of 
the negotiations is not totally clear.

healthcare. workers would have to 
pay part of it. In addition. newly 
hired employees would be paid 
under a different dower) scale. In 
essence. the new proposal would 
create two classes of workers 

Management is right that 
healthcare costs have risen signifi 
cantly. Estimates are that 1t costs 
twice as much as it did five years 
ago to provide the same coverage 
Since Vons, Ralphs. and Albertsons 
have to compete y ith stores such 
as Wal-Mart, which pays much 
lower wages and benefits to its 
employees. it makes sense to lower 
their costs. 

The problem with lowering 
costs the Wal-Mart way is that it 
can reduce people's standard of liv- 
ing down to a level which brings 
them to the edge of poverty. At 
Wal-Mart, for example. estimates 
are that 70% of their employees 
quality for food stamps. 

Who pays for food stamps and 
healthcare when employers don't 
provide a living wage? 

We all do. All the taxpayers. 
Including the 70.000 strikers. In a 
way, the strikers are picketing not 
simply for their own benefits, but 
to encourage non-union companies 
to pay decent wages and benefits 
for their workers. If not, we all end 
up subsidizing employers. 

Taxpayers’ subsidies of em- 
ployers occur not just with Wal- 
Mart but also with other compa- 
nies hiring undocumented workers. 
When companies don't pay the full 
cost of their employees, taxpayers 
end up picking up the tab for their 
benefits. 

The fight to maintain decent 
wages and benefits for current and 
future workers in grocery stores 
deserves everyone's support. We 
should not forget that many gains 
workers have made throughout his- 


tory have occurred because ol 
unions. Some things people take 
for granted such as the forty -hout 
work week. health benefits, sick 
leave. paid vacation, safety in the 
workplace. ete... did not come about 
because of the generosa ot cor 
porations 

Corporations are motivated by 
greed. Which may not be all bad. 
since it does provides Opportunt 
ties for people to work and services 
to consumers. But i corporation 
are lettcompletely to them own de 
signs. workers would have no pro 
tecuon whatsoever. And corpora 
tions do not think twice about mos 
mg factories overseas if they can 
make ereater profits. So anytime 
you buy something made in other 
countries, you have to translate the 
purchase in real terms. It means 
Americans lost jobs. In many 
cases. union jobs, which paid de 
cent wages for your triends and 
neighbors, 

Although unions may not be 
perfect, all workers Owe them our 
gratitude and support. Crossing 
picket lines means you support su 
permarket executives who make 
obscene salaries. Larry Johnston, 
Albertsons’ CEO, makes about 12 
million dollars a year. You will 
probably never see him in your su- 
permarket. 

The workers on the picket line 
are the individuals whose eyes you 
have to look at when you buy your 
groceries. And if executives don't 
want to pay for the employees ben- 
efits, you, the consumer, eventually 
end up picking up the tab as a tax- 
payer. 

Wal-Mart has plans to open 40 
supercenters in California, mega- 
stores which will sell just about 
everything including groceries. If 
strikers lose. you'll see more work- 
ers being paid with Wal-Mart's sal- 
ary scales. And you, the taxpayer, 
will have to pay to subsidize Wal- 
Mart and keep the Waltons the rich- 
est people in the world.

Leland Yee and the Fight to 
End Kids as Interpreters 

Before he became active in the 
state legislature, San Francisco 
Democratic Assemblymember 
Leland Yee witnessed the problem 
of using child translators as a psy 
chologist. He saw that children 
were traumatized by the burdens 
placed on them by continually hay 
ing to act as interpreters for then 
parents Who were not proficient i 
English. and being placed tn map 
propriate situations involving do- 


mestic violence. law enforcement, 


sensitive family matters or health 
care Visits 

“We should be protecting chil 
dren.” says the assemblymember 
and former child psychologist, “not 
forcing them into situations which 
are damaging to them.” 

Yee's assembly bill intends to 
end the common practice of using 
children as interpreters — a practice 
that is damaging not only to the 
child, but also to the patient, who 
through an untrained interpreter 
may be misdiagnosed, receive in- 
correct medication or instructions, 
and find himself in a life-threaten- 
ing situation, according to a recent 
study by researchers at the Medi- 
cal College of Wisconsin, the Bos- 
ton University School of Medicine 
and the Latino Health Institute. 

Passed by the California As- 
sembly in June, Assembly Bill 292 
is currently on hold in the Senate 
where it will be taken up next year. 
The bill would prohibit children 
under the age of fifteen from act- 
ing as interpreters in any state- 
funded organization. Hospitals and 
clinics are already required to pro- 


vide appropriate interpreters for 


limited-English speakers. Yee’s bill 
would require each state-funded 
agency to have an established pro- 
cedure for providing competent 


translation services thatdo notin 
volve the use of children. 

Leland Yee Addresses the Cri 
sis in Mental Health Ractal and 
ethnic minorities do not use men- 
tal health services as much as 
whites. partially because they tend 
to experience a greater sugma sur 
rounding mental health, according 
to a report by the U.S. Surgeon 
General. But Leland Yee has no 
ticed that people's hesitation to ask 
tor help is magnitied when mental 
health providers don tspeak then 
language or understand where they 
are coming from 

In Californias where 40 per 
centot the population speaks a lan 
guage other than English at home, 
and an estimated 7 million people 
are not proficient in English — the 
most urgent issue facing the men- 
tal health system according to the 
CA Mental Health Planning Coun- 
cil is the shortage of multilingual 
and multicultural statt. 

Latino, Astan and African 
American social workers polled 
say the primary reason for this 
shortage is financial barriers - they 
have a hard time meeting the ex- 
penses of graduate school while 
they are strugeling with living and 
childcare expenses. Leland Yee's 
Assembly Bill 938 would provide 
scholarships and loans to mental 
health providers who agree to serve 
in multicultural and multilingual 
communities. The program would 
be funded by a $10 increase in li- 
censing fees for child psychiatrists, 
psychologists, marriage and fam- 
ily therapists and social workers. 
“Passage of this bill is an im- 
portant step towards reducing the 
stigma of mental illness.” says 
Assemblymember Yee, whose bill 
isnow awaiting a signature by the 
Governor. “Improving access to 
quality, culturally competent men- 
tal health services is my top legis- 
lative priority.”

Recortes de personal estatal en 


California podrían ... 


con 463 puestos. 

La eliminación de puestos es 
resultado de la crisis presupuestaria 
que atraviesa el gobierno estatal. 

El presupuesto aprobado el 
verano pasado estableció la re- 
ducción de 1,1 millones de dólares 
de los costos operativos de todas 
las agencias estatales. 

Los costos operativos fueron 
unos de los primeros excedentes 
burocráticos que funcionarios esta- 
tales señalaron como blancos a 
recortar a fin de balancear el presu- 
puesto, que en ese entonces enfren- 
taba un déficit proyectado de 
38.000 millones de dólares. 

Hasta fines del mes pasado, 
cerca de 12,000 trabajadores ya 
habían sido notificados de que po- 
dían perder su puesto en los pró- 
ximos 120 días. 

Como es usual, los más pro- 
pensos a ser despedidos son aque- 
llos empleados recién contratados. 
Asimismo, algunos trabajadores 
notificados tendrán la opción de 


ejercer su derecho de señoría y de 
cambiarse de puesto a uno de 
menor paga. 

El Departamento de Finanzas 
no ha detallado los efectos de los 
recortes de personal, pero éstos no 
son difíciles de analizar. 

“La población del estado con- 
tinuará creciendo y nosotros no 
contrataremos más empleados, 
sino todo lo contrario, es lógico 
pensar que habrá líneas más largas 
y que el tiempo de espera será 
mayor”, dijo a EFE Steve Haskins, 
portavoz del Departamento de 
Vehículos Motorizados. 

Esta agencia aguarda una res- 
puesta a un pedido de fondos espe-
